The at-
tempts made to intioduce it for discussion 1n-
to the Federul Legislature have been met in
the proper spirit, not ouly by » Southern Rep-
resentatives but by a large portion of the
Northern delegation; there is at lhehr‘:ud of
the Federal Government a Chief Nagistrate,
who, in the patriotic discharge of his high du-
ties, has placed the seal of his unqualificd con-
demnation npon wuny aitempled action- by
Congress upon tho subject of sluvery in any
manner or to uay -extent, whether existing
within the States or within the District of
Columbia. That he deserves and, will re-
ceive the support of the States and of the pao-
ple in every portion of the Uulon, in main-
taining his uncompromistug and pul l-u-ki_\'
declared deteriniuation (o prescrve inviolate
the compromises of the Mederal Constitution
and the reserved rights of the slave-holding
States on this subject, cannct be doubtesd,

In regard to other powers, which at difierent
times the Fedoral Goverumeut has assaied
or attempted (o exeicise, the same reasoning
may beapplied.  Among these may be enu-

merated {0 power assumied 10 construct wolks |

of Internal Lprovement within the States,
by means ol appropriations drawan from the
Natioral Treasury;—ihe power of “abridg-
ing the frecdom of speech,” secured by the
Conslitution to every citizen, by enactiug
laws to suppress alledged sedition, or the
more recer:t 2itempis to enact them under the
more plausible pretence of “securing the free-
dom of elections.”

I shall most cheerfuily co-operate with the
Tegislative and Judicial depurtinents of the
State Government, by ali the coustitutional
and legal meaus within the competeucy ol the
Executive, in their effoits to confine the ac-
tion of the State within proper limits. and to
resist the encroachinents of the Federal Gov-
ernment, upon her reserved rights ot sover-
eignty. ;

I shall as cheeifully co-operate with them in
all such measures as shall be caleulated to in-
sure economy iu the expeudituzes of the
State Governmoant, stricl accountability ou the
part of public officers, the promation of viilie,
the suppression of ciime, and the develope-
ment of the wealth, the resources, and the ca-
crgies of the State.
are acting has jufused into the admiunistration
of the State Government more of ihe demo-
cratic principle oi immediate and direct agen-
cy by tac people than existed uader the for-
mer Constitution. Iastead of delegating, as
the old constitution did, the power of appoiit-
ing many impoitant ministerial and  munici-
pal efficers to the judicial tiibuuals aud other
appointing agents, the people are wow their
own ageunts and make the appoiztinests by
popuiar clectivnis.  The higher judicial fuue-
tionaries held their offices by a tenure restric-
ted to a terin of years, and wof as forneily,
by the tenure for life. ‘These are important
changes ia the fundamental law of the State.
In practice they have, thus far, produced no
inconvenience, but have worked well.

In the admiuistiation of the Stute Goveru-
meut [ regard it as {orlunate thal there are but
few subjects of 1w:ternal policy upen which
there exists wmnch diversity of opision. The

encouragement of a “well regulated system of
Internal Improvement,” and the promotisn of

“Lnowledge, learsing, and viitus,” as “being
essential to the preservation of Republican
institutions,” are duties imposed by the Con-
stitution of tha State upon her public funclion-
arics, which they are not atliberty to disre-
gard. Under the deep conviction that those
are subjects of general and peivadiug luterest
to the whole people ol tha State, [ =hail regard

it to bo my duty (o lead my aid in execuliug |
the injunctioas of the Constitution in a liberal |

fellow-citizens, and invoking the aid and gui-
dance of the Supreme Ruler of the universe,

in whose hands are the destinies of Govern-
ments, and of inen, I enter upon the dlsc!mrge
of the high duties, which have been assigued
me by the People.
